The car door opened, there was a raille and 
a rustle upon the platform outside—and she 
came stumbling inv At the same instant the; e 
came in with her a ruddy-cheeked, blue-f yed 
boy, whose years were not counted above 10.

He next called up the bill to revise and con­ 
solidate the statutes of the United States re­ 
lating to the District of Columbia in force on 
December Isl, 1873, and thai revising aud 
embodying alt laws oreatiog post routes up 
to December 1st, 1873, which were passeJ. 
The Alabama contested election case, Sykes 
vs. Spencer, wus then taken up and dis­ 
cussed. 
Pending discussion on Hie Alabama election 
case the Senate at IO minutes past five pro­ 
ceeded to the consideration of executive busi­ 
ness and soon adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
A bill was reported from the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee regulating the removal of causes from 
the state courts to the United Stales Circuit 
Courts, aud it was explained that the change 
pro|H>sed to lie made was to authorize a de­ 
fendant residing out of a town where the suit 
is brought to remove tin* case into the United 
States Courts, although there may be another 
defendant residing in the state.

love should express itself In some tangible, 
impressive form. 
Hence the beautiful monu­ 
ment which was to-day unveiled in the pres­ 
ence of spectators numbered by thousands. 
Tempted by Hic beauty of tho day—more 
than ever appreciated after the long spell of 
rain—and by the peculiar Interest that at­ 
tached to the occasion, the residents of the 
towns and cities lying within easy distance of 
Mechanicsville flocked by the thousands to the 
unveiling of the Ellsworth Monument. 
Gen­ 
al Aldou and staff, and the members of the 
Soldiers' Association, were among those [(res­ 
ent. 
The members all wore badges and the 
veterans displayed such honors u* they were 
entitled to. 
Tho Forty-Fourth Ellsworth As­ 
sociation was also ou hand, carrying the old 
battle-scarred colors of the regiment,together 
with large delegations from the Lew Benedict 
and Lewis G. Morris Posts, Grand Army of 
the Republic, accompanied by the Grand Ar­ 
my Band. 
On Hie arrival of Hie trains bearing the dif­ 
ferent delegations, the Committee of Arrange­ 
ments were prouipt'y on hand to look after 
their comfort aud assign them a place in the 
procession.

Just back from the village, on a high hill 
which command* a good view of the valley,i* 
located the cemetery, and on the highest 
ground of the cemetery is the Ellsworth lot,in 
the centre of which stands the granite shaft 
bidi ha* excited so much interest to day. 
Ellsworth had not been laid iii bis grave when 
ubscriptions were started in various parts of 
tile country to provide fund* fora monument. 
Comparatively large sunn were subscribed,but 
were never used for the purpose for which they 
were given. 
The ixrsons who had charge 
of tbs $500 which Ellsworth had received for 
his service* iii preventing the destruction, with 
hi* celebrated Fire Zouave*, of Willard's Hotel 
iu Washington, agreed to give it and lilt* in­ 
terest toward the monument, but subsequently 
decided to give half for a memorial lo Ells­ 
worth'* successor. 
Then the project passed 
out of sight. 
It was resumed after the war, 
when a Rev. Mr. Dunn commenced to canvas. 
His progress was not satisfactory. 
At length 
the Mechanicsville people took hold of Ha* 
work, and in August, 1872, organized an Ells­ 
worth Monument Association, Abirum Fellows, 
President, B. D. Antes, Secretary, and Henry 
K. Cornell,Treasurer. Un the 15th of November 
following, a contract for the construction aud 
erection of the monument wa* entered into 
with George F. While, of Rutland. 
The Leg­ 
islature of 1873 gave $2,000 to aid the work, 
which fact is duly set forth on the monument 
itself. 
Subsequently Mr. Powers of New York 
was engaged to supply a bronze medallion of 
Col. Ellsworth, and a bronze eagle. 
The 
monument was accepted and erected in the 
fall of 1S73. 
ll is of Quincy granite, and has 
what is called a ten-cut Anisil. 
The bottom 
base is securely anchored; the shaft is finished 
in octagonal form. 
On the west side of the 
boae is the word “Ellsworth," cut in ban relief, 
in glossed letters five inches long. 
Set into 
the west of the die is a bromo medallion of 
Ellsworth. 
It is a faithful likeness if the 
photographs with which the public ara famil­ 
iar are correcL 
The face is youthful—u I moat 
boyish. 
A slight moustache—just a shade of 
down, a* it were, is on the lip—tbs features 
are fresh and sharp cut. 
The eagle on the 
shoulder aud the military buttons tell his 
profession. 
The north front of the die has 
this inscription:

Commander of

On the east side of the die is a stab of white 
marble, on Which is carved a unique and beau­ 
tiful coat of urms, copied from a drawing made 
by Ellsworth. 
Rifle, pistol, sword, bayonet, 
flag, banner, aud all the accoutrements of wap 
are eflectively arranged underneath a shield. 
Looking at them one recalls King Richard the 
Third's line:

Over all is a shield on which appear the 
initials “ E. E. E." 
Underneath this coat of 
arms is the well known extract from a letter 
written to Ins parents a little previous to set­ 
ting out on the exjieJiliou on which he met 
his death: 


After the excitement duo to tho unveilin, 
of the monument had subsided a little the 
order of exercises was proceeded with, 
Mr. Ed. L. Cole, of Troy, then delivered the 
memorial address, embracing a succinct bio. 
graphy of Col. Ellsworth. 
The band then played a beautiful and ap 
propriate “ Memorial Overture,’’ after which 
the President, Geueral Batchelier, introduced 
the orator or the day, Hon. Julius C. Bur 
rows, of MichigaB, who spoke at some length 
At the conclusion of the oration Mr. SY in 
H. McElroy delivered an original and beautiful 
poem, appropriate to the occasion. 
Lieutenant Frank H. Browueil, popularly 
known as “ Ellsworth’s avenger," from the 
fact that directly after Ellsworth received his 
death wound he sealed the fate of the tour 
derer, was the next shaker. 
Great curiosity 
had been evinced by Hie multitude to see oue 
who had been so intimately associated with 
Ellsworth, and his appearance was the signal 
of hearty applause. 
A benediction by Rev. Mr. Flager concluded 
the exercises.

A H e r o I n d e e d . 
Heroes are too scarce to be given up easily 
when we’ve once had one in our grasp.

manity loves to think that in moments of dan­ 
ger people made of its own bone aud sinew 
are brave and true. It loves to read how some 
favorite General from day to day marches 
bravely in the face of death to victory, but 
much more eagerly does it like to read how 
true some man in common life rises to the dig­ 
nity of his manhood and ennobles the race by 
liis daring. 
We yesterday were led by the 
Boston Globe into the error of doubting the 
heroism of Collins Graves, who roused the 
valley with the raging flood of the escaped 
Mill River roaring close upon his heels. 
We 
are happy to recall the doubts, and glad to 
put one more real, true hero on the roll qf 
fame Tor poets to immortalize. Collins Graves 
is a hero. 
The Springfield Republican has 
thoroughly investigated the whole matter, 
and shows ttie brave man truly did all lie was 
said to have done. And now we have Graves’ 
own testimony before the coroner’s jury, 
which we quote from the report: 
There was an electrical stir and thrill 
through the audience as the next witness, 
Collins Graves, was called to the stand. 
He 
proved to be a young man, probably under 
thirty, with a weli-kuit figure of medium 
height, a quiet, strong, honest face, with a 
thick brown moustache and hair negligently 
overlying square, firm brows aud a well-bal­ 
anced head; and a demeanor that was even 
shy. 
He was going his rounds in his buggy, 
peddling mill:, when he noticed Cheney ride 
into Belcher’s stable yard with such an anx­ 
ious look on that he drove in after him to find 
what the matter was.

Natuie’s veins stand out with ex- 
igeant and highly-vitalized blood; the pendu­ 
lum of the heart beats faster for some days 
while those white chords called nerves are 
tightened for a march movement a la tempo 
allegro. 
To borrow a figure from the street, 
May is a sort of advance agent of Mademoi­ 
selle Summer, the world-renowned queen of 
arS£!to performances, aiid covers creation with 
illuminated posters announcing that lady's 
speedy advent before the crowding millions 
who shall soon fill the sky-domed tent whose 
floor is half a continent and whose back scats 
are the loftiest rocks of the Alleghanics aud 
the Sierras. 
Come now, let us abjure the mud 
of March and fasten the fiugcrsof our weary 
souls in the blossom-set girdle of May for an 
ascension into an atmosphere made odorous 
and elastic by the green things growing.

Washington', May 27. 
Mr. CONKLING called up the unfinished 
business, being the bill to revise and consoli­ 
date the statutes of the United States in force 
on December 1st, 1873, which wa3 passed. 
He next called up the bill to revise and con­ 
solidate the statutes of the United States re­ 
lating to the District of Columbia in force on 
December 1st, 1873, aud that revising and 
embodying all laws (treating post routes up 
to December 1st, 1873, which were passed. 
The Alabama contested election case, Sykes 
vs. Spencer, was then taken up and dis­ 
cussed. 
Pending discussion on the Alabama election 
case the Senate at 10 minutes past five pro­ 
ceeded to the consideration of executive busi­ 
ness and soon adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
A bill was reported from the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee regulating the removal oí causes from 
the state court3 to the United States Circuit 
Courts, and it was explained that the change 
proposed to be made was to authorize a de­ 
fendant residing out of a town where the suit 
is brought to remove the case into the United 
States Courts, although there may be another 
defendant residing in the state. 
After con­ 
siderable discussion the first section, allowing 
the cause to tie removed where one of the 
defendants is a non-resident, was stricken out 
and the bill as then amended was passed. 
Mr. POLAND reported from the Judiciary 
Committee the appointment of a select com­ 
mittee of five to inquire into the disturbed 
condition or governmental affairs in Arkansas 
and to ascertain facts relating thereto, and 
whether th at state lias now a government 
republican in form, the officers of which are 
duly elected, and which, as now organized, 
ought to be recoguized by the governmeHt of 
the United States, with power for the com­ 
mittee to send for persons and papers or to 
proceed to Arkansas and to report at any 
time. 
Mr. ELDRIDGL desired to offer an amend­ 
ment to include South Carolina, but Poland 
refused to yield for that purpose and moved 
the previous question, which was seconded. 
The resolution was adopted—yeas 129, nays 
81, nearly a party vote. 
A bill wa3 passed making a day’s work for 
street car conductors of the District of Colum­ 
bia ten hours. 
Mr. TREMAIN, froui the Judiciary Commit­ 
tee, reported back the Senate amendments to 
the bill to repeal the bankrupt law, and moved 
non-concurrence and the appointment of a 
conference committee. 
No action was takeu 
on this motion. 
Mr. MAYNARD, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Banking and Currency, gave notice that 
lie would to-morrow morning ask the House 
to consider the currency bill. 
He would re­ 
new substantially the motion which lie had 
made on Monday to pass the bill without fur­ 
ther discussion and without further amend­ 
ments than those suggested by the Committee 
on Banking and Currency. 
Mr. COBURN, Chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, gave notice that he 
would ask to-morrow for a vole on the bill to 
reduce the army. 
The House at 5 o’clock look a recess till 
half-past 7, the evening session being for the 
consideration of the tariff bill. 
The House met at half-past 7 and went 
into Committee of the Whole, Tyner of In­ 
diana in the chair, on the bill to amend the 
existing customs and internal reveuue laws, 
the question being on the Item taxing hops 
ten cents per pouud. 
Mr. O’BRIEN moved to insert as an addi­ 
tional item “on chromate and bichromate ot 
potash four and a half cents per pound.” 
Adopted. 
Mr. HALE of Maine offered an amendment 
allowing drawback of duty on copper and 
composition metal used on vessels built in the 
United States and used iu foreign trade and 
between the Atlantic and Pacific. 
Adopted. 
Mr. MYERS of Pennsylvania moved to iu- 
sert au item making the duty on moisic iron 
of whatever condition, grado or stage of 
manufacture, the same as on ail other species 
of iron of like condition, grade or stage of 
manufacture. 
Pending this amendment the House at 
10:30 adjourned.

M kcuanicsyujjs, May 2 7 .—Colonel Elmer 
Ephraim Ellsworth had a much better right 
than Horace to exclaim, “ I have builded me a 
monument more enduring than brass.” 
Hor­ 
ace rested liis claim to immortality on well 
chosen words. 
Ellsworth, on the contrary, on 
well executed deeds. 
Ever since he made his 
brilliant trip across the continent at the head 
of the Chicago Zouaves, until the memorable 
morning when he fell a martyr to freedom, in 
the Old Dominion, he was a prime favorite of 
tho American people. His youth, his dash,his 
high sense of honor, hi3 love of country, con­ 
spired to make him universally beloved; and 
so it was that when hi3 fresh, young life was 
quenched, under circumstances so well calcu­ 
lated to stregtlien the bonds that existed be­ 
tween him and his countrymen, that lie passed 
into American history— 
A s F reed o m ’s son and Fam e's, 
O ne of th e few im m o rtal n am es 
T h a t w ere n o t b o m to die. 
It is thirteen years since Ellsworth was 
buried in the family lot in the pretty little 
cemetery at Mechanicsville. 
During all those 
years the feeling which was in the hearts of 
thousands for his memory was his best tribute, 
his best monument, but It was ever felt, 
a 3 the years rolled by, that tho inward 
love should express itself in some tangible, 
impressive form. 
Hence the beautiful monu­ 
ment which was to-day unveiled in the pres­ 
ence of spectators numbered by thousands. 
Tempted by the beauty of the day—more 
than ever appreciated after the long spell of 
rain—and by the peculiar interest that at­ 
tached to the occasion, the residents of the 
towns and cities lying within easy distance of 
Mechanicsville flocked by the thousands to the 
unveiliug of the Ellsworth Monument. 
Gen- 
al Aldeu and staff’, and the members of the 
Soldiers’ Association, were among those pres­ 
ent. 
The members all wore badges and the 
veterans displayed such honors as they were 
entitled to. 
Tiic Forty-Fourth Ellsworth As­ 
sociation was also on hand, carrying the old 
battle-scarred colors of the regiment,together 
with large delegations from the Lew Benedict 
and Lewis G. Morris Posts, Grand Army of 
the Republic, accompanied by the Grand Ar­ 
my Band. 
On the arrival of the trains bearing the dif­ 
ferent delegations, the Committee of Arrange­ 
ments were prouipt'y on hand to look after 
their comfort aud assigu them a place in the 
procession. 
The number of soldiers present 
dressed in uniform gave to the scene an un­ 
usually gay and lively appearance. The ceme­ 
tery at which the grand stand for tho exercises 
of the day was erected is situated some half a 
mile from the depot, on the hill that lies back 
from the village, and after the line was in or­ 
der the procession proceeded thereto. 
After tlio procession had reached the grand 
stand, and its different component parts had 
been assigned their positions, Sullivan’s fa­ 
mous Tenth Regiment Band filled the air with 
delicious music. 
An election was then had for officers of the 
day, which resulted in the choice of General 
George S. Batcheller of Saratoga as President 
and one hundred and twenty other distin­ 
guished gentlemen from different parts of the 
state as Vice Presidents and Secretaries.

Just back from the village, on a high hill 
which commands a good view of the valley,is 
located the cemetery, and 011 the highest 
ground of the cemetery is the Ellsworth lot, in 
the centre of which stands the granite shaft 
which has excited so much interest to-day 
Ellsworth had not been laid in his grave when 
subscriptions were started in various parts of 
the country to provide funds for a monument. 
Comparatively large sums were subscribed,but 
were never used for the purpose for which they 
were given. 
The persons who had charge 
of the $500 which Ellsworth had received for 
his services in preventing the destruction,with 
his celebrated Fire Zouaves, of Willard’s Hotel 
in Washington, agreed to give it and the in­ 
terest toward tho monument, but subsequently 
decided to give half for a memorial to Ells­ 
worth’s successor. 
Then the project passed 
out of sight. 
It was resumed after the war, 
when a Rev. Mr. Dunn commenced to canvas. 
His progress was not sati*factory. 
At length 
the Mechanicsville people took hold of the 
work, and in August, 1872, organized an Ells­ 
worth Monument Association, Abiram Fellows, 
President, B. D. Ames, Secretary, and Henry 
K. Cornell,Treasurer. Ou the 15th of November 
following, a contract for the construction aud 
erection of the monument wa3 entered into 
with George F. White, of Rutland. 
The Leg­ 
islature of 1873 gave $2,000 to aid the work, 
which fact is duly set forth on the monument 
itself. 
Subsequently Mr. Powers of New York 
was eugaged to supply a bronze medallion of 
Col. Ellsworth, and a bronze eagle. 
The 
monument was accepted and erected iu the 
fall of 1S73. 
It is of Quincy granite, and has 
what is called a ten-cut finish. 
The bottom 
base ¡3 securely anchored; the shaft is finished 
iu octagonal form. 
On the west side of the 
base is the word “Ellswortli,” cut in basrelitf 
in glossed letters five inches long. 
Set into 
the west of the die is a bronze medallion or 
Ellsworth. 
It is a faithful likeness if the 
photographs with which the public are famil­ 
iar are correct. 
The face is 3’outiiful—almost 
boyish. 
A slight moustache—just a shade of 
down, as it were, is on the lip—the features 
are fresh and sharp cut. 
The eagle on the 
shoulder and the military buttons tell his 
profession. 
The uorth front of the die has 
this inscription: 


COLONEL ELM ER E . ELLSW O RTH, 
C om m ander of 
T h e R e g im e n t of t u b N e w Y ork F ir e Z o u a v e s. 
B orn a t M alta, S arato g a C ounty, N. Y., M ay 11, lSST 
K illed a t A lexandria, Va., M ay 24,1861, 
In tak in g tUe F irst R ebel F lag in th e W ar fo r th e 
U nion. 
T h e V olunteer F ire D ep artm en t of N ew Y ork Co­ 
operated in th e E rection e f th is M onum ent. 
On the east side of the die is a slab of white 
marble, on which is carved a unique and beau­ 
tiful coat of arms, copied from a drawing made 
by Ellsworth. 
Rifle, pistol, sword, bayonet, 
flag, banner, and all the accoutrements of wap 
are effectively arranged underneath a shield. 
Looking at them one recalls King Richard the 
Third’s line: 


O ur bruised arm s nung up to r m o n u m en ts. 
Over all is a shield 011 which appear the 
initials “ E. E. E.” Underneath this coat of 
arms is the well known extract from a letter 
written to his parents a littie previous to set­ 
ting out on the expedition on which he met 
his death: 


I Am C o n ten t * * * * * C onfident T h a t He W ho 
N oteth E ven T h e Fall Of A S parrow W ill H ave Som e 
P urpose E veu In A F a te O f O ne Like M e. 
Directly in front N>f the east Bide is the 
grave—the green, flag-decked grave of the 
hero. 
At its head stands a granite stone 
beariog the inscription, “ Elmer." On the 
south side of the shaft gilt letters tell that: 


T he S tate of N ew Y ork U n ited in C om m em orating 
th e P a trio tism of 
COLONEL ELLSW ORTH 
By C o n trib u tin g O ut of th e Public. F unds to th e

A beautiful shield is carved midway up the 
shaft, and surmounting all appears Freedom s 
proud bird done in bronze, standing guard 
with outstretched wings.

After the excitement duo to the unveiling 
of the monument had subsided u little the 
order of exprciscs was proceeded with. 
Mr. Ed. L. Cole, of Trot’, then delivered the 
memorial address, embracing a succinct bio­ 
graphy of Col. Ellsworth. 
The band then played a beautiful und ap­ 
propriate “Memorial Overlnre," after which 
the President, General Batcheller, introduced 
the orator of the day, Hon. Julius C. Bur­ 
rows, of MicliigaB, who spoke at some length. 
At the conclusion 0 / the oration Mr. tYm. 
H. McElroy delivered au original and beautiful 
poem, appropriate to the occasion. 
Lieutenant Frank H. Brownell, popularly 
known as “Ellsworth’s avenger,” from the 
fact that directly after Ellsworth received his 
death wound he sealed the fate of the mur­ 
derer, was the next speaker. 
Great curiosity 
had been evinced by the multitude to see oue 
who had been so intimately associated with 
Ellsworth, and his appearance was the signal 
of hearty applause. 
A benediction by Rev. Mr. Flager concluded 
the exercises.

Hi.: Baxter steam canal boat City of Buff a 
lo, tho first of five beiug built by the firm of J. 
A J. McCausland for tho Baxter Steam Canal 
Boat Transportation Company, was most suc­ 
cessfully launched at that firm’s yard on 
Wednesday morning. 
'Hie arrangements for 
a smooth slide were very perfect, and when 
everything was ready aud the tide almost at 
a level with the dock the vessel glided down 
into the water with a graceful, easy motion 
and shot across the creek like an arrow, tid­ 
ing the waler like swan. 
A new feature of 
the launch was an invention by James Mc 
Causland, whereby Hie ways were lengthened 
out by means of two pieces hinged on to the 
main posts, which, resting on a buoy or raft 
of spans, let the keel slide steadily into the 
water, so that there was no sudden jar or fall 
and the hull struck without receiving a scratch 
on Hic coat of paint. 
A hawser attached to 
the stern brought the boat gracefully around, 
and it was moored to the dock, a fine speci­ 
men of marine architecture, and as staunch a 
piece of work as could be turned out. 
As tills is tile first of these l>oatj launched 
iiere, and as general interest is at present ex­ 
cited in tho steam canal tioat question, we 
give a brief sketch of tho boat : 
It is, as we 
have said, one of the Baxter style, the City of 
New York, which lately nude such u success 
ful trip lo Buffalo and back through the Erie 
Canal, being of the Same general description, 
although these new boats are aomewliat mod­ 
ified and improved. 
The City of Buffalo is 98 
feet in length over all, W feet wide and 9J 
feet depth of hold. 
Hie engine, boiler aud 
coal banker will be located in tho slum, where 
the power is communicated lo tim propeller 
by a short shaft. 
The twat as launched 
weighs about 50 tons, with a draft of 13 Indies. 
Tilt* engine, boiler and coal will increase tho 
weight IO tops more, and she will then lie 
able lo carry a load of 220 tons in her hold. 
The cabin is located in the bow. 
When fully 
equipped it will require six or seven jKTSons 
to run her. 
The engine and boiler used will 
be of a peculiar pattern that will comprise 
the greatest force required in Hie smallest pos­ 
sible space. 
* 
Mr. Baxter, the inventor of (lie Baxter 
engine and canal boat, was present at the 
launch. 
He Is now euguged in introducing 
his boats on the Erio Canal, under the auspices 
of the Baxter Steam Canal Boat Transporta­ 
tion Company, which is a corporation with a 
capital stock of $500,000. 
He is most san­ 
guine of the success of his experiment, or 
what can now scarcely be called 
other name than enterprise, as expel 
lias proved it a success, 
n e iias at present 
seven boats built or under contract, and ho|Mis 
before the season ends to see them come into 
almost universal favor. The stock of Hie com­ 
pany is boing rapidly taken, aud the problem 
of steam canal navigation seems to be gain 
lug practical if not official recognition. 
He 
ciuiuis that the economy of his boat consists 
in tho time saved and tho cheapness of run 
ning as compared with the horse boats. 
The 
Baxter taal* nuke the trip in half the limo, 
are run at half the cost and carry a-* large 
loads as the boree boats. 
J. A J. McCausland are at work on two 
more of the Baxter boats, one of which will 
tic ready to launch next week, and tho re­ 
maining two to bo built by t tom will tie 
rapidly pushed forward.

L ate D ecision * o f L inter C ounty Camel 
In th e C ourt o f Appeal*. 
Tho great Plattekill breach of promise case, 
Louisa Fowler vs. David A. Martin, which was 
tried at*the Ulster Circuit, January 25th, 18T2, 
resulting in a verdict of $4,000 for the plain­ 
tiff, and which since that time has been me­ 
andering through the higher courts, was de­ 
cided in the Court of Appeals on the 26th inst. 
tn favor of the plaintiff, affirming the decision 
of the lower court with costs. 
The whole 
amount mast be something over $5,000. S. G. 
Young attorney for plaintiff, T. R. A F. L. 
Westbrook for defendant, D. M. Dewitt of 
counsel for plaintiff and P. Cantine of counsel 
for defendant. 
The case of Ell Dubois and J. Dubois Deck­ 
er vs. Jacob Hermance A Co. lias also been 
decided in the Court of Appeals in favor of 
the plaintiffs. 
All the parties in this case live 
in Wawarsing. 
In 1869 the plaintiffs sold 
out their basinets, which was that of lumber­ 
ing and merchandising, to the defendua(s,and 
with it all their lumber contracts, and coven­ 
anted not to engage in business of that kind 
again for four years. 
Tile defendants in the 
contract agreed to take and carry out all con­ 
tracts Hie plaintiffs had for the sale of lumber. 
The plaintiffs had a contract with J. C. Ward 
A Son of Albany for the sale ofa large amount 
of lumber, which they turned over to the dc‘- 
fendanls, who failed to fill it. 
J. C. Ward A 
Son sued the plaintiffs for a breach of their 
contract, and recovered of them something 
over $2,000 damages. 
The plaintiffs took the 
position that their contract with defendants 
placed them in Hic relation of sureties ta the 
defendants as their principal, and notified 
them of the J. C. Ward A Son suit and re­ 
quested them to defend. 
The defendants re­ 
fused to have anything to do with the defence 
of that action, and tho plaintiffs having paid 
the J. C. Wurd A Son judgment, brought this 
action to recover of the defendants the amount 
so paid, and their expenses in defending. 
A 
trial was had at the April Circuit, 1872, be­ 
fore Justice Learned, who directed a verdict for 
tho plaintiffs for the amount claimed, and 
directed tho*exceptions to be heard at the 
General Term in the first Instance, where it 
was argued in June, 1873, and the judgment 
was ordered for the plaintiffs on tho verdict. 
The defendants appealed to the Court of Ap­ 
p a ls, where it was argued April 29th, and on 
the 26th inst, tho judgm ent of the General 
Term was affirmed. 
Originally the amount 
involved was a trill* over $2,090, hut it has 
been swollen to something over $4,000.

mance A Co. claim to have some responsible 
party behind them, so that it is by no weans 
certain the lawyers have got through with this 
m atter yet, although, so tar as these plaintiffs 
are concerned, the ease can go no farther.

For some time past one of the principal 
topics of conversation about town has been 
the elopement case, the parties thereto being 
Charles Basten, a young man who, we un­ 
derstand, is not yet twenty years of age and 
who is employed as permit clerk in the Ron­ 
dout office of the Canal Company, and a young 
girl not seventeen years of age. Both of the 
young people resided with their parents at 
Ponckhockie, the families living on the same 
street and near each other. For some time 
past they have kept each others’ compauy, 
young Basten accompanying the young lady 
to and from various social gatherings, the 
pair apparently being mutually attached.— 
Wc do not learn that this familiar intercourse 
was objected to by the parents or friends on 
either side, although many-totigued rumor 
and wide-eyed gossip circulate stories of op­ 
position and dislike on both sides. However, 
iC is plain that no decided interference was 
exorcised, and the two young people contin­ 
ued on the same footing up to the time when 
the elopement produced such a stir in the 
social circles of Ponckhockie. 
Both of the parties were respected and es­ 
teemed by their friends, she being a young 
lady of special attractions, who had greatly 
endeared herself to her young companions 
and by her pleasant disposition and ladylike 
manner favorably impressed all who came in 
contact with her. She was a studeDt at 
Union Free School No. 13, a ready scholar, and 
a great favorite among her teachers and 
schoolmates. 
"ioong Basten, as wo have remarked, was 
employed in the Delaware & Hudson Canal 
Company's office, where he had a fine position 
for one so young, and was considered a very 
steady, efficient employee and an upright and 
worthy young man. 
On Wednesday, May 12th, the report of “an 
elopement” was circulated about town, and 
in a short time was the main subject of con­ 
versation in stores] and offices, on the street, 
in the drawing room, among young and old, 
and the fact was soon made public that the 
two young people above mentioned were the 
parties whose disappearance caused the talk. 
Of course amid the multitude of rumors the 
truth of the matter was hard to get at, and 
for a time there was a general fogginess about 
the whole thing, every man having a story of 
his own to tell, made up probably of frag­ 
ments of information gathered from others 
who knew a3 -little about it as he did. On 
Thursday, the 13th, the gossip was started 
afresh by the return of the couple, and it then 
became known that they had gone from this 
place to Newburgh, from thence to Newark, 
and had then started back for their homes. 
It appeared that by previous appointment 
they met at the Rhineclifi ferry-house at six 
o’clock in the eveuiug, took the down train at 
Rhineclifi and stopped at Newburgh, where 
they remained over night and then proceeded 
to Newark, where they also remained one 
night. On their return it was of course at 
first supposed that they were married, as 
there would seem to be no other motive for an 
elopement than u clandestine marriage, and 
the young man was met by many of his asso­ 
ciates and acquaintances with congratulations 
and raillery over his sudden way of doing 
up the business. 
Pretty soon, however, 
it became known they weren’t married as 
much as people supposed them to be, 
and the tide of gossip was set in motion once 
more. 
The general feeling seemed to 
be one of condemnation of 
the young 
man, 
who 
was blamed for 
having 
gone away in the manner he did with the 
young girl, thereby greatly endangering if not 
entirely ruining her reputation. On the oth­ 
er hand, sympathizers with Basten asserted 
that he had been urged to the step by the 
young lady, and that her friends were not en­ 
tirely ignorant of the aflair—in fact, there 
were those who openly intimated thal there 
had been intriguing with a view to entrapping 
him. But the balance of sentiment *was 
against him and favored the young lady.— 
The friends of the young lady attempted to 
settle the unpleasant afiair by inducing them 
U> marry each other and so dispose of the 
scandal that must otherwise ensue. The girl 
assented readily enough, but young Basten 
demurred, claiming that ho was jtoo young, 
was not in a situation to aflord it at present, 
etc., expressing hit willingness to marry her 
after a while, but wishing more time to pre­ 
pare for hi3 Benedictine duties and responsi­ 
bilities. To this the friends' of the girl natu­ 
rally demurred, and the young man proving 
obstinate they threatened him with a suit for 
damages and arrest. Still he held ofi, and the 
girl's friends, losing patience, at last took 
steps for bringing suit against him. A peti­ 
tion was made to the Supreme Court for the 
appoiulment of a guardian over the girl, 
aud on the 21st inst. 
Judge Westbrook 
granted the petition, 
appointing 
her 
father her guardian. 
Suit was then 
at once instituted, and on the affidavit 
of the young lady an order of arrest against 
Charlea Basten was )33ucd to the Sheriff by 
Judge Westbrook. The girl’s affidavit sets 
forth that she was sixteen years of age on the 
Sth day of October, 1S73; that she has kept 
company with Basten for a considerable length 
of time; that on or about the 1st of January 
last and repeatedly since said Basten prom­ 
ised and agreed to marry her; that lie 
made an agreement with her that if 
she would 
accompany 
him to New­ 
burgh 
on 
the 
12th 
of May 
last 
he would marry her; that she left RoudouL 
with him about sir o’clock aud arrived in 
Newburgh that same evening; that they walk­ 
ed around in the streets of Newburgh for 3ome 
time, Basten pretending to look for a minister 
to marry them; that when it grew late Basten 
proposed to her thal if she would accompauy 
him to a hotel and occupy his bed he would 
marry her in the morning; that she then went 
with him to the United States Hotel and he 
engaged a room; thal she occupied the same 
bed with him until morning; that in the morn­ 
ing lie neglected or refused to marry her, but 
assured her that if she would accompauy him 
to Newark, N. J., he would marry her there; 
that she accompanied him to Newark, 
where he still neglected and refused to marry 
her; that since that time she has repeatedly re­ 
quested him to marry her, which he ha3 neg­ 
lected and refused to do. 
Young Basten was arrested and the copy 
of the complaint served on Tuesday. The com­ 
plaint elaborates aud particularizes the facts 
alleged in the affidavit and claims damages 
to the amount of $20,000. Basten gave bail 
in the sum of $5,000. 
Thus culminates an 
affair much to be regretted for the scandal it 
has caused and the sorrow and distress it has 
brought to parties interested. Many friends 
of the young man urge him to settle the affair 
by marrying the young girl, agaiust whom no 
word of reproach has been hitherto uttered, 
and whose greatest mistake seems to have 
been that she cherished for him an aflection 
that led her to • overstep the bounds of pru­ 
dence. We are informed that the young man 
speaks no ill word of her, his ouly plea being 
that previously alluded to. 
If this is so, and 
the facts alleged by the girl are true, lie 
should do all in his power to retrieve this 
error by marrying her at once. 
Perhaps 
there may be reasons to justify young Basten 
in his course, lint we cannot but be convinced 
that the weight of evidenco is against him 
and but one course remains open for him if he 
would make an honorable end of this busi­ 
ness.

E3| L a u n c h of¿th c]C 'ity.of B u ffa lo . ” *“* 
The Baxter steam canal boat City of BuíRg 
lo, the first of five beiug built by the firm of J. 
& J. McCausland for tho Baxter Steam Canal 
Boat Transportation Company, was most suc­ 
cessfully launched at that firm's yard on 
Wednesday morning. The arrangements for 
a smooth slide were very perfect, and when 
everything was ready aud the tide almost at 
a level with the dock the vessel glided down 
into the water with a graceful, easy motion 
and shot across the creek like an arrow, rid­ 
ing the water like swan. A new feature of 
the launch was an inveutiou by Jame3 Mc­ 
Causland, whereby the ways were lengthened 
out by meati3 of two pieces hinged on to the 
main posts, which, resting on a buoy or raft 
of spans, let the keel slide steadily into the 
water, so that there was no sudden jar or fall 
and the hull struck without receiving a scratch 
on the coat of paint. A hawser attached to 
the stern brought the boat gracefully around, 
and it was moored to the dock, a fine speci­ 
men of marine architecture, and as stxuiich a 
piece of work as could be turned out. 
As this is the first of these boats launched 
here, and a3 general interest is at present ex­ 
cited in the steam canal boat question, we 
give a Grief sketch of the boat : It is, as we 
have said, one of the Baxter style, the City of 
New York, which lately made such a success­ 
ful trip to Buffalo and back through the Erie 
Canal, being of the same general description, 
although these new boats are somewhat mod­ 
ified and improved. The City of Buffalo is 98 
feet in length over all, 17 feet wide and 9J 
feet depth of hold. The engine, boiler and 
coal bunker will be located in the stern, where 
the power is communicated to the propeller 
by a short shaft. Tho boat as launched 
weighs about 50 tons, with a draft of 13 inches. 
The engine, boiler and coal will increase the 
weight 10 tops more, and she will then be 
able to carry a load of 220 tons in her hold. 
The cabin is located in the bow. When fully 
equipped it will require six or seven persons 
to run her. The engine and boiler used will 
be of a peculiar pattern that will comprise 
the greatest force required in the smallest pos­ 
sible space. 
* 
Mr. Baxter, the inventor of tho Baxter 
engiue and canal boat, was present at the 
launch. He is now enguged in introducing 
his boats on the Eric Canal, under the auspices 
of the Baxter Steam Canal Boat Transporta­ 
tion Company, which is a corporation with a 
capital stock of $500,000. He is most san­ 
guine of the success of his experiment, or 
what can now scarcely be called by any 
other name than enterprise, as experiment 
has proved it a success, ne has at present 
seven boats built or under contract, and hopes 
before the season ends to see them come into 
almost universal favor. The stock of the com­ 
pany is being rapidly taken, and the problem 
of steam canal navigation seems to be gain­ 
ing practical if not official recognition. He 
claims thal the economy of his boat consists 
in the time saved and the cheapness of run­ 
ning as compared with the horse boats. The 
Baxter boats make the trip in half the time, 
arc run at half the cost and carry as large 
loads as the horse boats. 
J. A J. McCausland are at work on two 
more of the Baxter boats, one of which will 
bo ready to launch next week, and the re­ 
maining two to be built by t icm will be 
rapidly pushed forward.

The Opera House continues to aflord our 
citizens the excitement needed to while away 
the dullness of the times. What with law 
suits and newspaper articles the concern has 
been the best advertised establishment in the 
city, and can hardly have failed to reap a harv­ 
est from the uproar. On Tuesday night, how­ 
ever, something new occurred, or, as the bill3 
say, new stars appeared. For some time 
Tommy Leonard, who has what is called a 
“ gang,” has exercised a paternal care over 
the house, oxerting his influonce to keep or­ 
der, and mollifying tho passions of the 
“ roughs” in a truly remarkable degree.

Van Gaasbeck, President of 
the Kingston Bank, has the original diploma 
given to Dr. Laurent ius Van Gaasbeck by the 
University of Leyden, Germany. It is dated 
May 25th, 1674, and was Just 200 years old on 
Monday last. Dr. Laurentius Van Gaasbeck 
«as the second minister who presided In King­ 
ston, and was the pastor of the Dutch Church 
from 1678 to 1681, when he died. 
He was 
sent over by the Ciassis of Amsterdam, and is 
the ancestor or all the Van Gaasbecks in the 
United States. So says Mr. Cornelius, who 
has a number of other valuable relics and 
records, one of which is a coin that was man­ 
ufactured during the reiga of Alexander of 
Macedón. He has also two oil paintings by 
the elder John Vanderlyn, one of a ship­ 
wrecked sailor and another of the Madonna 
and child. The last mentioned is a handsome 
picture, and probably worth at the present 
time a very large sum of money.

L a to D e cisio n * o f L iste r C o u n ty C ases 
In th e C ourt o f A p p e a ls. 
The great Plaltekill breach of promise case, 
Louisa Fowler vs. David A. Martin, which was 
tried at*the Ulster Circuit, January 25th, 1872, 
resulting in a verdict of $4,000 for the plain­ 
tiff, and which since that time has been me­ 
andering through the higher courts, was de­ 
cided iu tbe Court of Appeals on the 26th inst. 
In favor of the plaintiff, affirming the decision 
of the lower court with costa. The whole 
amount mast be something over $5,000. S. G. 
Young attorney for plaintiff, T. R. A F. L. 
Westbrook for defendant, D. M. Dewitt of 
counsel for plaintiff and P. Cantine of counsel 
for defendant. 
The case of Ell Dubois and J. Dubois Deck­ 
er vs. Jacob Hermauce A Co. has also been 
decided in the Court of Appeals in favor of 
the plaintiffs. All the parties in this case live 
in Wawarsing. In 1869 the plaintiffs sold 
out their business, which was that of lumber­ 
ing and merchandising, to the defendants,and 
with it all their lumber contracts, and coven­ 
anted not to engage in business of that kind 
again for four years. The defendants in the 
contract agreed to take and carry out all con­ 
tracts the plaintiffs had for the sale of lumber. 
The plaintiffs had a contract with J. C. Ward 
A Son of Albany for the sale oía large amount 
of lumber, which they turned over to the de­ 
fendants, who failed to fill it. J. C. Ward A 
Son sued the plaintiffs for a breach of their 
contract, and recovered of them something 
over $2,000 damages. The plaintiffs took the 
position that their contract with defendants 
placed them in the relation of sureties t# tho 
defendants as their principal, and notified 
them of the J. C. Ward A Sou 3uit and re­ 
quested them to defend. The defendants re­ 
fused to have auything to do with tho defence 
of that action, and the plaintiffs having paid 
the J. C. Ward A Son judgment, brought this 
actiou to recover of the defendants the amouut 
so paid, and their expenses in defending. 
A 
trial was had at the April Circuit, 1872, be­ 
fore Justice Learned, who directed a verdict for 
the plaintiffs for the amount claimed, and 
directed the'exceptions to be heard at the 
General Term in the first instance, where it 
was argued in June, 1873, and the judgment 
was ordered for the plaintiffs on the verdict. 
The defendants appealed to the Court of Ap­ 
peals, where it was argued April 29th, and on 
the 26th inst. the judgment of the General 
Term was affirmed. Originally the amount 
involved was a trifle over $2,090, but it has 
been swollen to something over $4,000. Her­ 
manee A Co. claim to have some responsible 
party behind them, so that it is by no means 
certain the lawyers have got through with this 
matter yet, although, so tar as these plaintifls 
are concerned, the case can go no farther. 
The attorney at General Term for the plain­ 
tiffs was Charles A. Fowler; for defendants, 
Hon. T. R. Westbrook. In the Court of Ap­ 
peals the same attorney appeared for the 
plaintiffs, while A. Schoonmaker, Jr., appeared 
for the defendants.
